If there is one thing in this world 
that San Diego looks upon with green 
eyes it is the subject of harbors. Hence 
the following from the Sun, of that 
place: 

It is observed that Los Angeles threatens 
to. make a harbor of Portuguese Bend. 
Portuguese Bend would undoubtedly make 
as good a harbor as any of the others now 
established, but we think .the engineers and 
business men of Los Angeles are making a 
mistake in tke selection of Portuguese 
Bend. Los Angeles really needs a harbor, 
and ought to have it, and the way to get it 
is to get it. Calmly looking at the land- 
scape from this distance it appears to us 
that what Los Angeles really oucht to do is 
to widen the mouth and deepen the channe! 
pf the Santa Ana River up to Santa Ana, 
Riverside and San Sernardino, and from 
this latter point runacanal down the San 
Gabriel Valley right into the city of Los 
Angeles, where a perfectly safe and land- 
locked harbor might be laid out at the foot 
of Alameda street. Now there is nothing 
to prevent this scheme from being worked 
to a complete success, if the “business men 
and engineers” will only go at it in earnest. 


This plan is, of course, quite feasible, 
and if De Lesseps could be induced to 
hurry up his Panama canal scheme so 
that he could take hold of it before he 


| dies, something might be accomplished. 


But we fear that the San Diego people 
havea sinister purpose in suggesting 
it. They want us to let the ocean in 
on our magnificent back country, and 
then Los Angeles would be no better 
off than San Diego is now. The pur- 
pose is too obvious. Los Angeles 
already has one harbor that does 
more business than the much- 
vaunted port of San Diego. and with 
the two others in prospect, we shall be 
able to get along, thank you. If San 
Diego wants to project any big canal 
scheme, she had better utilize it to 
flood the desert country behind her. 


A Late Whoop-Up.' 


As usual, the up-country people have 
dallied about taking a hand in the 
Grand Army rally at St. Louis until 
they see what Los Angeles county is 
preparing to do, and now, at the 
eleventh hour, they come in with a 
grand whoop-up and wonder why they 
haven’t thought of it before. The fol- 
lowing, from the Sacramento Record- 
Union, gives vent to some of this pent- 
up “feelings”’: 

The San Francisco Alta suggests that

Itis 
a good idea, and, if acted upon, preparation 
must begin at once. The counties of South- 
ern California are arranging for such an ex- 
hibition in their behalf, yet it will be im- 
possible for them to exhibit much more than 
wines, figs and grapes. We can send on 
grains, nearly all deciduous fruits, melons 
wine, grapes, figs, prepared olives an 
canned fruit, coal, marble, woods, samples 
of soils, gold, quartz, grasses, vegetables, etc. 
As the Alta says: 

‘Central and Northern California should 
move on St. Louis with carloads of the 
fruits, grains and wines that they produce. 
They should send tables of the temperature, 
demonstrating that we are a winterless 
land, that we wear a citrus belt, that we 
grow figs and dates, 

‘The very latest telegrams say that sur- 
prise is spreading eastward at the commer- 
cial progress of the Pacific. Let us add a 
forest of exclamation points to the causes 
of that surprise by making the G.A.R 
headquarters of California so attractive that 
visitors will forget that there is any 
State there but ours 

‘Let no time be lost in making the neces- 
sary qrganization and preparations. Itisa 
friendly contest in enterprise between the 
southern counties and the rest of the State, 
and there isin it none of the jealousy of 
contention.’ 

The only difliculty is that we, of the north 
and central sections, have not yet got the 
science of organizing such efforts “down to 
a fine point.””’ We are frank to admit that 
at the south they understand this kind of 
business thoroughly, and are full of the fire 
of enthusiasm, and are organized for just 
such cases as this. With us there is not 
that awakening nor organization that there 
must be; and yet the change that has come 
over this section within the last two years 
is very great, and promises marvelous bene- 
ficial results. We are doing now what we 
should have done long ago to advertise the 
State abroad. But we n to do much 
more—to loose purse-strings and shout 
louder and longer, and push our fair section 
more and more prominently to the front of 
attention. 

In this matter of exhibits at St. Louis, if 
we make none, Southern California alone 
will be heard of there. The result will be 
to withdraw the attention from Central and 
Northern California, which they would have 
if exhibits of their products could be made. 
The Grand Army posts, it would seem, 
being thoroughly organized, could speedily 
move in this matter, and they would cer- 
tainly succeed. It needs only organized 
leadership to insure it. 


Taking the Record-Union’s estimate 
of the situation, 1t would appear that 
the southern counties, after exhibiting | 
their wines, figs and grapes, will be at 
their wit’s endsfor something to show, 
and will stand utterly abashed, while 
the upper counties trot out their 
grains, nearly all deciduous fruits, 
melons, wine, grapes, figs, prepared 
olives and canned fruit, coal, marble, 
w , samples of soils, gold quartz, 


grasses, vegetables, etc. If there is an 


item in this category which the south- 
ern counties cannot exhibit in competi- 
tion with the northern counties, it 
must be the single one of woods. In 
that we might have to knock under. 
There are such wide areas of untamed 
forests and so many wooden-headed 
people up north that we couldn't ‘hold 
a candle” against them.

WOMEN IN THE LAW. 


Clara Foltz Cites History on the 
Subject. 
{San Diego Bee.) 

In reply tothe many inquiries as to 
the success of women at the bar, and in 
answer to letters received almost daily 
from young women who are desirous of 
fitting themselves for professions, es- 
ially the law, we have decized to 
essen the labor by giving, through the 
columns of this journal, a few sugges- 
tions. This matter of women knowing 
something of the law is no new thing. 
From the Hebrew nation, where Debo- 
rah judged Israel according to her laws, 
through Greece to Rome, where the 
eloquence of Hortensia removed a heavy 
tax from the burdened people, and in 
almost every land a_ faint light 
of a woman’ legal learning 
flashes through the gloom. In Spain. 
nearly ten centuries ago, Fatima of 
Hespali, studied jurisprudence at Cor- 


and the history of her times. In Italy 
two ladies had the honor to hold the. 
chairs of jurisprudence at Venice, and 
gave instructions to the rising barris- 
ters that produced a Cato and a Cicero. 
In England Queen Eleanor became the 
keeper of the great seul, and Coke on 
Littleton tells that Ann, Countess of 
Pembroke, became Sheriff of Westmore- 
land, and sat with the judges on the 
bench at the Assizes, and performed 
the functions of her office’ in 
a. Queen Mary made Lady 
Jerkley Justice of the Peace of Glouster- 
shire, and Lady Rous, she appointed of 
the quorum of Suffolk, who sat with 
the judges upon the bench with the 
other justices. And by turning to the 
statutes of those- times we find that 
both sheriff and judge, the functions of 
both of which were exercised by women, 
were obliged to be regularly admitted 
attorneys at the bar. Queen Elizabeth, 
like her illustrious predecessor, Eleanor. 
held the great seal and presided for two 
months in the Aula Regia of England. 
Across the channel, on the soil of sun- 
ny France, there was at one time no 
ition that women might not hold. 
They were eveu peers, presided in 
their own courts and over judicial com- 
bats. It is a matter of common history 
that Mahaut, Countess of Artois, as- 
sisted in the famous trial of Robert of 
Flianders,and the world has yet to 
chronicle where offices have been filled 
by women that they have not been 
well filled, or where trusts have been 
reposed that they have been violated. 
But it is said the law is not woman’s 
sphere. Want of space will prevent 
the discussion of this proposition until 
another edition.

The Commissioners Ask the Courts to 


to Disclose the 
Secre zs of Central 


Pacific.

SAN Francisco, Aug. 18.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Pacific Railroad Com- 
mission today fi'ed a petition in the United 
States Circuit Court asking that an order be 
issued requiring Senator Leland Stanford 
to show cause why he should not be com- 
pelled to answer certain questions asked 
him on Wednesday in regard to the disposi- 
tion made by him of certain moneys charged 
to the general and legal expense account of 
the Central Pacific Company,as rcpresented 
by vouchers produced and shown to him, 
which vouchers did not show the disposition 
of the money or to whom it was paid by 
him. The petition also recites that the 
amount of such moneys expended between 
1870 and 1880 aggregated $734,000, and that 
Senator Stanford declined to answer ques- 
tions as to whom he paid the mcueys to or 
whether any part was paid for the purpose 
of influencing legislation, and that he also 
declined to state who were the attorneys 
who had been accustomed to attend the 
Legislature of California with hit while 
he himself was attending the Legislature 
in the interest of the railroad company. 

It is thought that the petition will be 
taken up for argument August 22d. It is 
stated that the total amount of vouchers un- 
accounted for aggregate about $2,000,000, 
but the commission has not set forth the 
full amount in the petition, but only the 
amount upon which Stanford was ques- 
tioned particularly. 

At the session of the Railway Commission 
today it was determined that the chief ac- 
countant be required to examine the books 
of the Central Pacific from the time of be- 
ginning until the end of the last fiscal year, 
and report to the commission the total 
amount of rebates and other charges as 
shown by the books of the Company yearly, 


and that the Railroad Company have leave ‘ 


to make any explatnation in relation to 
such accounts as may be deemed proper or 
necessary. 
TRAFFIC MANAGER STUBBS QUESTIONED.

CONVICTS’ COMPLAINTS, 


The Folsom Investigation Resumed— 
Stories of Cruelty—Secretary 
Hendricks Thinks Solitary 
Confinement Proper. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Foisom, Aug. 13.—[{By the Associated: 
Press.| The Board of Prisom Directors met 
this morning to investigate charges of cruel 
treatment to prisoners. Tommy Brown, am 
ex-highwayman of Shasta, was examined, : 
He said he was of good character, but did 
not like to talk, as he had been accused of 
lying. He had been placed in a solitary 
cell, after an escape, and when put to work 
outside assaulted a fellow convict for being. 
called vile names. The knife he found im 
one of the shops. The food given him, he 
said, was bad. He had no washing and 
went nine months without a bath. 

On being questioned further, however, he 
admitted that he had water in his cell, but 
could not use it for lack of a basin. Brown 
was not disposed to be very civil, and finally 
made some remark offensive to Director 


Boggs, who ordered him taken away. 


ANOTHER GCONVICT’s STORY. 

Oscar M, Wilson, alias Dick Reaves, was 
next examined. He complained of ill 
treatment in not being allowed to write to 
his friends. Capt. Chambers had also - 
spoken roughly to him. Keaves told the 
story of his quarrel with Brown. The 
records showed that Reaves had been in 
solitary five times for various offenses. 

. TESTIMONY FOR THE DEFENSE. | 
Capt. Chambers. next testified that 
Brown was considered dangerous, and that — 
he had been asked by him to try and get 
him pardoned. This he said was impossi- 
ble on account of his record, but he did the 
best he could for him by giving him a light 
job. Ofcourse, after he ran away severe 
measures were adopted. Reav e said, 
was an opium-fiend and wanted to corre- 
spond with a girl of ill-repute in Folsom. 

Murphy, captain of the guard, testified 
that men on stock-ranches were not so welk 
fed as were the prisoners. and that the con- 
victs had plenty of water. 

Dr. Durant, prison’ physician, when put 
upon the stand, said that Brown -was a 
fdgety fellow. He had orece sent for him 
and declared that he had swallowed a tack. 
This hallucination made him attribute 
every trouble to this tack. Reaves wasa 
man who always abused his privileges and 
would smuggle food to the prisoners. 

MORE COMPLAINTS. 

J.W. Barry, another prisoner claimed 
that he had been sent toa dungeon for 
speaking to Director Hendricks and had 
been confined there one year, also that he 
had been confined in a cell with a erazy 


man. 
Capt. Chambers said that Batry had ee 
sent to solitary because it was impossible to 
get along with him otherwise. 

A great number of prisoners were exam- 
ined, but their complaints did not differ ma- 
terially from those of Barry and others who 
were first examined. 

Secretary of State Hendricks testified 
that he had examined the system of solita- 
ry confinement of Folsom and Cherry Hill, 
Sing Sing, Joliet, the military prison at 
Leavenworth and a score of other prisons 
and all tended to solitary confinement for 
the purposes of punishment.

The 
entire country between Murrietta Hot 
Springs and Lindon Smith’s Mountain 
and lefty Jacinto is hill, valley and 

lain, rolling. well deversified and rich 
in historical interest. Here the most 
stirring incidents in the Ramona 
history occurred; the natives among 
whom this story was woven, came for 
years to the springs and have left signs 
of their occupation all aboul. Follow- 
ing the winding road we find upon the 
low cliffs painted hieroglyphics, rude 
remnants of native art, for therein is 
evidently the site of an old camp, as 
here in the solid rock is worn several 
mortars for grinding grain, showin 

_ that year after year they congregate 
here and carried on their primitive 
methods of work. This entire country 
may be said to be new, and ar within 
a few months has it taken on the sem- 
blance of a boom; yet towns are spring- 


ing up, settlers in. and, judging

From this one instance it is evident 
that the “‘general movement” toward 
hifornia is not imaginary, and will 
not end until every habitable valley in 
the State has its quota of inhabitants. 
If anyone should ask me to name 
the feature of Southern California that 
impresses me as the most singular, I 
should say the range of climates; as it 


can be truly said that almost every de- 


sirable climate under the sun can be 
found within four hours’ ride of Los 
Angeles, and nearly all within two 
hours. In the Temecula Valley are 
what are termed moist lands: that is. 
irrigation is not necessary. and cattle 
Were roaming about in herds and 
. drinking from natural pools in many 
localities. There are places where 
Oranges will grow, and within gun- 
shot they would probably be cut by the 
frost. In fact, the country here is emi- 
nently adapted for a diversity of crops, 
eapectally grains and deciduous trees 
of all kinds; and considering the great 
water.supply this new-found valley will 
come to the front as a grain-producing 


water bubbling up in such a volume, 
and great heat there must be some- 
where below; and the impression con- 
veyed is that this underground stream 
passes through rocks heated to a very 
-high temperature, yet only a few feet 
away from the hot spring rises an- 
other perfectly cold, and when the 
place is well develo no doubt 
others will be found. The volume here 
is quite equal to all the probable re- 


quirements, and when the hot water is 
gathered in a large marble basin, as is 
the intention, it will present a fine ap- 
pearance. 

At Hot Springs, Ark., 500,000 gal- 
lons of water a day flow from the 
springs. One may well ask where these 
streains come from. In point of fact. 
the upper crust of the earth is per- 
meated with a vast series of under- 
ground rivers, and Southern Califor- 
nia is particularly rich in these mys- 
teriols streums that are flowing si- 
lently along, perhaps hundreds of feet 
below the surface. 

Not many miles from these springs 
some prospectors recently sunk a shaft 
down for nearly. 150 feet, when they 
heard a curious sound as if of running 
water. <A blow from the pick, and 
they entered the bed of a subterranean 
river that was bowling along, going 
no one knows where. The mysterious 
stream so vividly described in H. Rider 
Haggard’s latest production is,’ then, 
no work of the imagination. 

Some years ago a friend of the writ- 
er discovered a subterranean body of 
water, and later I enjoyed a sail upon 
it. I walked, crawled, slipped and slid 
about two miles underground, through 
a dark Len to reach it. Here a 
boat had been made by taking in one 
plank at atime, and in this craft we 
pushed off and groped—that is the 
word—for an eighth of a mile, along a 
river just wide enough to hold the boat, 
and so deep that bottom could not be 
found. There was about ten feet. be- 
tween us and the wall overhead, and 
the oarsman amused us with the infor- 
mation that the stream was liable to 
rise at any time. We were evidently 
in for it, and after crossing the river, 
we followed the dry bed of this under- 
ground stream, for such it was, fora

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‘GOSSIP ABOUT A SCORE OF COL- 


ORADG MILLIONAIRES. 


Look at Tabor No. 1—Senator 
Tahor's Wealth and His Opera- 


House — His Unlacky Residence 
and It’s History—Judge Belford. 


Denver, Aug. 1.—[{Special corre- 
spondence.} A tall, fine- looking, well- 
dressed woman was sitting near the 
fare-box in a Broadway street car as [ 
entered it. She hada high forehead, 
dark-brown hair, black eyes, and re- 
markably intelligent features. <A 
friend sat beside her, and to him she 
talked pleasantly. Her tones were 
low, and her English was of the purest. 
She was. apparently about 40 years of 
age, and miy attention was first at- 
tracted to her by the fact that she had 
overpaid her fare, putting in a dime 


‘for a nickel, I made this even by giv- 


ing her my fare instead of putting it 
in the box. As she left the car I 
learned she was a woman with a his- 
tory, and that she was none other than 
ex-Senator Tabor’s first wife—the 
woman who made his big strike for 
him by taking boarders and keeping 
the store which supplied the feed for 
the prospectors who struck the Little 
Pittsburg: mine. This the 
woman from whom Tabor got his di- 
vorce, and it was this woman he left 
to marry ‘the present Mrs. Tabor, 
whom he first wedded at St. Louis; 
afterwards another marriage ceremony 
was solemnized at Washington. She 
does not look like a disappointed wo- 
man, and she is by no means one of 
I don’t 
think she would have disgraced her 
husband at Washingtun, and I find 
that here at ‘Denver her standing is 
very good. She is in good circum- 
stances, the property that Tabor gave 
her having largely increased in value. 
She is worth at least $500,000 today, 
and she lately sold sixteen lots out of a 
oy of forty which Tabor gave her for 
000. She has left twenty-four lots 
and a house upon them that cost 45,- 
000, and she still owns the La Veta 
property. This last consists of fourteen 
three-story houses, built in the best 
manner, and forming good renting 
property, worth about $200,000. 

In the meantime it is hard to tell 
whether Tabor is doing well or ill. He 
has still enough and to spare, however, 
and he has been a valuable citizen to 
Denver. I am told he is anxious to go 
back to the Senate, and that when the 
next election comes he will be there to 
see. He is a good business man, it is 
said, and two of the best business 
blocks in Denver were built by him. 
One of these is the famed opera-house, 

‘which cost $75 , and the other is 
Tabor biock. The opera-house is a big 
five-story building of stone and brick, 
and a tower on the corner. Its front is 
filled with stores and offices, aud Tabor 
makes a good percentage on the invest- 
ment. The Tabor block is five and one- 
half stories, and Tabor was the ‘first 
man to see that a five-story building 
would pay in Denver. This block cost 
him $250,000, and it rents for $28,000 
per annum. I am told that the stone 
of which it is made came from the East 
and was taken from a quarry in which 
Tabor worked when he was poor. His 
opera-house proper paid $30,000 in one 
vear, for Denver is one of the best thea- 
ter towns in the West. 

Ex-Senator Tabor has a fine house in 
Denver. It is worth at least $75,000. 
It has beautiful grounds about it. and 
it has been successively the homes of 
two miners who struck it rich, made 
fortunes and lost them. Now Tabor, 
who for some time held a mortgage on 
the property, has bought it in. I won- 
der if it will be as unlucky a residence 
for him as it has been for its predeces- 
sors. 

The statuary in its yard Tabor 
bought with the house. The statues 
are the same, I am told, which a lead- 
ing New York newspaper once said 
were originally fine bronzes from Paris, 
but which the rich miner whitewashed 
to make them look like mar- 
ble. He would have no _ copper- 
colored Indians in his yard, and if Mer- 
cury and Venus were to stand there in 
all their naked beauty they should at 
least wear the skin of 2 Caucasian. 

This house of Tabor’s was built by a 
man named Bailey, who struck it rich 
at Deadwood and made $100,000 there. 
Like all miners, he came at once to 
Denver and built this house. He kept 
up his prospecting. however, and made 
a second fortune at Silver Cliff. He 
then, if report is correct, tackled Wall 
street, and lost nearly all he had. His 
house was sold, and another miner who 
had just madea strike bought it for 
$30,000. The buyer’s name was Wat- 
son, and he mude his strike, in con- 
nection with Gov. Routt and a Mr. 
Corning, in the Morning and Evening 
Star mines. The circumstances of 
their strike are worth telling. The 
three men had been working a long 
time. They had used up all they had, 
and were $50,000 in debt. They could 
get no more money, and they begged 
their men to work for them thirty days 
more on credit. The men con- 
sented, and, during this thirty days 


lead was. struck, and Grant 
& Ward sold out their mine for them 
for $1,000,000 cash. three 


men came to Denver and at once 
bought houses. At this time Watson 
was worth between $300,000 and $400.- 
000. They kept on mining, and had 


' what they considered very valuable 


property near Breckenridge. But the 
water got into the mine, and it began 
to eat up money so rapidly that Gov. 
Routt objected. Watson then said: 
“All right; if you don’t like it Corning 
and I will buy you out!’ Routt ac- 
cepted the proposition and he is a rich 
man today. After a while Corning got 
tired and Watson bought him out, and 
tried to run the whole thing himself. 
It is supposed he sunk all he had, and 
it was into this mine that the proceeds 
of Tabor’s $35,000 mortgage went. 
Tabor gave him another house and 
took this in settlement. Watson has 
not yet been able to make his mine 
workable, and he is a poor man today. 
Routt, by the way, came out here 
r, as Grant’s territorial Governor. 
was elected the first Governor of 
the State, but never had a fortune to 
speak of until he made it in this mine. 
e is now one of the principals of the 
Cattle Trust Company, a syndicate of 
eattlemen who, wi a capital of 
$25,000,000, largely control the cattle 


interests of the country. 


Denver has lots of mch men, and the 
most .of them are self-made. D. H. 
Moffatt, the President of the Denver 
and Rio Grande Railway, is worth 
from $1,000,000 to $3.000,000, and dur- 


ing his first few years here he wasa 


bookseller. He made a fortune in min- 
ing and speculation, and he and Sena- 
tor Chaffee bought the Little Pitts- 
burgh mine of Tabor. Moffatt is not 
over 50 now, and he is also President of 
the First National Bank of Denver.

His hame is 
Pierce. I am told that Hill’s company 
y him a salary of $20,000 a year for 
ts use, and that the part of the works 
jin which this secret is used is never 
shown to visitors. Prof. Pierce has, it 
is said, given the secret of the process 
to his wife only, and this he proposes 
to leave her as a legacy. Last year 
$3,680,000 worth of the precious metal 
was extracted by this process. 
Symes, the man who 
took Jim Belford’s place in the House 
of Representatives, is another of Den- 
ver’s rich men, He is a lawyer, and he 
has one of the best-renting brick busi- 
ness buildings in Denver. This build- 
ing brings Symes a rent of $15,000 a 
year, and it is worth $200,000. It isa

He has reformed since he came 
back to Denver, and today he is as 
straight as a string and as bright as 
the gold of his own Rocky Mountains. 
He has not touched a drop of anything 
intoxicating for eight months, and he 
has, as the business men here say, got 
back his grip for good. He is again 
pas aw, and he has now on 
and some of the biggest cases in Col- 
orado. He told me last night that the 
eat mistake of his life was going 
into politics, and that the ten years he 
spent in that way lost him a fortune 
‘*T was making $20,000 a year at law,”’ 
said he, “when I was elected to 
}Congress. Had I refused to run 
I would now ~»be worth $500,- 
000, and I es ye to make this amount 
by the end of the next ten years b 
staying at home. What does it all 
amount to, anyhow? Of the 325 mem- 
bers of the House you can number on 
your fingers those who can command 
the attention of their fellows when 
they take the flour, and of these ten not 
five will have any lasting standing be- 
fore the country. Hannibal Hamlin 
once told me that during his terms in 
the Senate he had served with 158 Sen- 
ators, and as I heard it the transitory 
nature of public life struck me forcibly.

life, and it is all as sounding brass and

at Denver. . He has a pleasant family, 
and his red-headed boys are chips of 
the old block in their brightness. His 
renewed sup on the law is bringing 
back his old grip on the —— and he 
has been doing considerable public 
speaking of late. He believes that 
both of the old parties need new men 
and new issues, and says the albatross 
corpse of the dead fights of the last 
twenty years still hangs about their 
necks. He says that the temperance 
issue will yet be a great national 
question, and that a cause cannot be 
kept down which has 10,000,000 lobby- 
ists, who, as the wives of voters, can 
nightly whisper: into the ears of these 
voters as their heads lie on the pillows 
beside them.

Rich men among these Westerners 
almost always want to come to Con- 
gress or the Senate, and I understand 
that Hill, Tabor and a number of 
others are scheming already for their 
election. In the meantime Tom Bowen 
is at home in Del Norte, Colo., 285 
miles away from Denver, and Senator 
Teller is living up in the mountains at 
the mining town of Central City. Teller 
has a law office in Denver. and alsoa 
big ranch near Pueblo. Bagwen’s. in- 
terests are in mines, and he once told 
me that a man never got wealthy sell- 
ing postage stamps, and that if he 
wanted to make a fortune he must 
strike for big game. It was inthis way 
that Bowen has made what he has, and 
he is said to be wealthy. He rode 
here from Arkansas a poor man, and 
for seven years worked a group of 
claims in company with others in a cor- 
poration known as the San Juan Mining 
Company. It is said the company was 
badly managed, and its stock got down 
very low. Bowen saw that there was 
money in its mines, and in 1881 its 
shares were played for at poker in Del 
Norte at the rate of twe drinks a share. 
Bowen quietly bought them up, getting, 
it is said. $300,000 worth of stock for 
$75. He soon got control of the stock. 
He pushed the work, soon struck a rich 
lead, and thus made a fortune. He 
paid his debts, and [ am told he is in- 
terested in the stamp mill which has 
since been erected near his mine.

The 
last State before West Virginia to be 
admitted to the Union out of the terri- 
tory of another State was Maine. This 
was cut out of Massachusetts, and was 
as a State to offset Missouri, 
and for that reason alone. Had Mis- 
gouri been a free State Maine would 
never have been a State. It has taken 
a gg ven years for its population to 
double, and now it has but a trifle over 
half the population of California. 
Before the war, when slavery was 
the controlling interest at the South, 
a favorite scheme with Southern lead- 
ers was to divide Texas into four, or 
#ven six States. Since the abolition of 
glavery we hear of no such project. 
Texas is unanimous against division. 
It has an.area equal to that of all the 
original thirteen States, exclusive of 
Georgia.

to Be a Gypsey—The Camp in the 
Woods—The Hide Over the Hills 
I Had. 5 


I remember, years ago, of going from 
New Hampshire to Massachusetts, a 
distance of about sixty miles,in my 
father’s carriage. This was a great 
deal pleasanter than going by stage, 
the only other means of conveyance 
between the two sections. It was a 
pretty village where I lived, among the 
granite hills of the State, and the road 
over which we went was very lovely. 
First it took us through the village 
which lays upon the uplands, the river 
running far below it in a green valley 
shut in by the high hills. It was June, 
and that is a lovely month in New 
England. It was early morning, too, 
when we started. and the birds were 
singing by hundreds inthe trees and 
on the bushes by the wayside. Some 
happy robin redbreasts were perched 
on the long brown fence, behind which 
was a garden and a pretty red cottage. 
Then there was a humming bird on the 
rosebush, and a gay squirrel on the 
stone wall across the way, and further 
on was the high bank beside which 
the road ran, and down which we could 
look two or three hundred feet into the 
broad green meadows by the river side, 
and see beyond them the lovely woods 
which were full of wild flowers, and 
where the white birches stood up 


_ Straight and tall, their bark-covered 


trunks glistening like marble columns. 
I had been down into those very woods 
a few days before on a “botanizing 
excursion.”’ Such amarmy of children 
as there were, whom the good curate of 
the Episcopal church had gathered to- 
gether. He had helped us over all the 
rough places and led us into coo! forest 
paths where the violets grew thick and 
the wild honeysuckles guns to the 
rocks. I thought of that day as we 
rode on, and I looked at the river and 
wondered where it was running to 
and from whence it had come, 
and if it grew big enough 
even for ships to sailon. Then when 
I looked at the white trunks of the 
birch trees I thought of the Indians 
that so many years before had lived in 
that country, and in their bireh-bark 
canoes had floated down the river be- 
tween the hills and built their wig- 
wanmis along the shores.
